The masters of small craft, and other vas- 
sels navigating the Delaware below Philadel- 
phia, are informed that the steamSoat Nor- 
roux, will hereaPer make her passage by 
night, to and from Dover , and they are ear- 
nestly requested to use such precautions as 
may prevent them from coming in contact 
with the boat. The Norfolk will always show 
a brilliant light at the bow; and it is hoped 
that other vessels will adopt the same means 
of making known their situation on the river. 








The Delaware and Hudson Canal Company 
have directed a survey to be made frum the 
point where their present canal terminates on 
the Delaware along the east bank of that m- 
ver to Deposit, and from thence across to the 
Susquehanna, This survey is directed, we 
understand, with a view of completing a navi- 
guble communication between the waters of 
the Susquehanna and the Hudson. Mr. Bol- 
ton, the president of the company, and Judge 
Wright, have lately explored the route, and 
find that a canal can be made along the east 
bank of the Delaware to Deposit, at a very 
moderate expense; and it is believed, that it 
may be carried from thence to the Susque- 
hanna, without difficulty.

The distress in the manufacturing districts
